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Demountable Stub Post 



5 Post extensions are known. 

Wh«jn post extensions are fitted to telescopic folding 
posts, as In containers, provision is made for 
accommodating the post extension In the platform 
1 0 base along with the main post 

In the present case, extensions are demountable 
and re-deployable as Independent (corner) stub 
posts upon a platform base, for low profile loads such 
1 5 as pipes. 

Statement of Invention 

According to one aspect of the Invention, 

20 a demountable post extension Is 
configured for re-location, 
as an independent stub post (re-)mountfng, 
with self-contained lockable mounting facility. 



.25 Conveniently, the mounting 

comprises a rotatabie jau 
locatable in a base plate.

In a particular construction, 
3<D a demountable post extension, 

employs a transverse movable wedge-action lock, 
to retract a depending mounting Jaw into a Strut, 

to draw and clarnp the strut and mounting plate 
securely together.

According to another aspect of the invention, . 
a post extension comprises 
an upright support section, 
a tongue protruding 
40 from the base of said support section, 

and a locking screw orthogonal to the post height, 
for engagement vvith a wedge seation 
such that tightening of said screw 

draws said wedge section aiong said screw length 
45 and in turn retracts said tongue 

longitudinally of the post. 

A post extension may be 

configured for container use, 
50 and capable oi mounting upon an existing post 
oraflatnackbase.

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Generally, a past extension Is configured such that 

the protruding tongue 

is inserted Into a base mounting slot 

of an existing post or flatrack base, 

said post extension is then rotated 

relative to said base mounting siot 

so as to look the post extension in position. 

Furthor, a post extension may be configured such 
that the tightening of a screw 
acts to clamp the post extension 
and the base together 

by retracting the tongue until it contacts the top Of 
the base mounting slot- 

Optionally, a post extension may comprise 
a profiled iip 
along a base edge 

to prevent the post extension from moving 
relative to the base 
upon screw tightening. 

Additionally, a post extension may comprise 
a Jlange plate, 
..'^ided along a base edge 
such that it protrudes downwardly of the base 
and overlaps with the top edge 
Of the base mounting slot.

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There now follows a description of some particular 
embodiments of the demountable stub posts for use 
with a collapsible flatrack container, platform deck or 
collapse foidabie support posts and/or walls, by way 
of example only, with reference to the accompanying 
diagrammatic and schematic drawings, In which: 

Figures 1 A through 1 E show flatrack containers with 
four corner (lifting and stacking) support posts being 
fitted with demountable post extensions. 

These support posts may be of fixed length or 

themselves telescopicaJIy extendable.

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Claims 



1. 

A demountable posi extension, 
configured 1or re-location, 
as an independent stub post (re-)mounting, 
with self-contained lockable mounting facility.

A demountable post extension of Claim 1 , 
comprising a rotatable jaw, 
iocatable in a base plate.
